Is locking into Red activities in 
California, that he left Los An- 
geles toward the end of 1918 and 
has had no connection with Com- 
munists since. 


Aaron said he became a Com- 


munist in November. 1046, while 
employed by the National Labor 
Re4ations Board (NLRB). 


Robert P. Patterson, 60-year-old 


former secretary of war .under 
President Truman, was one of the 
plane's victims.

For 90 minutes, no one could 


get near the raging inferno, where 
the 18 passengers, 
three crew 


members and two company per- 
sonnel aboard the 
plane were 


burned beyond recognition. For a 
time the roaring blaze threatened 
to engulf the entire block. 


Clouds of steam 
and smoke 


blanketed the area, which is less 
than a mile from the spot where a 
Miami Airline, non-scheduled plane 
crashed in the shallow Elizabeth 
river 38 days ago, killing 56 per- 
sons in the nation's second worst 
commercial plane disaster. 


Demand Inquiry 


Yesterday's crash brought im- 


mediate demands from New Jer- 
sey's two United States senators 
and a congressman for a full in-' 
vestigation of the plane and New- 
ark airport facilities. 


Mayor James T. Kirk said this 


city of 112,000, about 12 miles 
southwest of New York City, has 
been living under an "umbrella of 
danger" and that Newark airport 
should be relocated "regardless of 
cost." 


President Truman, in a state- 


ment from Washington, described 
Patterson as "a great American 
and a great public servant." 


Misses School 


Patterson was undcr-secretary 


of war throughout World War II 
and secretary from September, 
15-i.l, until Juiy, 1847. 


The plane narrowly missed Bat- 


ting high school for girls and cut 
a fiery path close to the heart of 
this industrial city. The school's 
1,000 pupils had b«cn dismissed 45 
minutes earlier. 


Among the 18 passenger victims 


was John F.' Chester, 45, public 
relations director of the Carrier 
Air Conditioning company of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. He was a former gen- 
eral business editor of the Asso- 
ciated Press and a World War II 
war correspondent.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Diverticula Common and 
Seldom Cause for Concern 


Mrs. F. B. asks for the meaning 


of the word "divcrticulitis," and 
what this condition means to a 
person in whom this diagnosis is 
made. 


A diverticulum is a pouch or 


pocket leading off from a large 
cavity or tube. In the passage- 
way leading from the mouth to 
the anus (outlet of the rectum) 
such pouches are fairly common. 
The explanation is beliaved to be 
some weakness in the wall of the 
tube present at birth. 


Diverticula (plural) are m o s t 


lommon in the colon or lower part 
of the bowel. After the age of 40, 
it has been claimed that diverticu- 
la are present in about one person 
in every 20. 


Usually, these pockets do not 


produce symptoms and the condi- 
tion is called DIVERTICULOSIS. 
Ogcassionally they can become in- 
named and then the label DIVER- 
TICULITIS is applied. 


Ordinary diverticula usually do 


not produce symptorrw. In diver- 
ticulitis the symptoms of inflam- 
mation vary a good deal. There 
may be a single slight attack of 
acute abdominal pain or several 
attacks. 


OccassTonally the inflammation 


may be so severe as to cause a per- 


foration or hole in the pocket with 
infection spreading to the abdomi- 
nal cavity and producing perito- 
nitis or abscess formation. 


The area involved may be sensi- 


tive to pressure, though of course 
this can occur from a great many 
other conditions. 
DIAGNOSIS OFTEN DIFFICULT 


Because the symptoms are so 


similar to many other conditions 
of the intestines or abodminal con- 
tents, and are frequently compli- 
cated by other disorders, the diag- 
nosis ia often difficult. 


Examination of the lower part of 


the bowel by the use of an instru- 
ment called a proctoscope is neces- 
sary. X-ray studies are also need- 
ed. 


When severe diverticulitis bursts 


through the wall of the bowel or 
obstructs intestinal action, an im- 
mediate operation may be neces- 
sary. In most 
cases, however, 


medical treatment is sufficient. 


Most diverticula are not cause 


for serious concern. Of those which 
do produce trouble, the majority 
can be treated by diet and other 
simple measures. Just why some 
people have diverticula and not 
others is not known and as yet 
there is no known way of prevent- 
ing them.

CHICAGO, 
(AP)—State Sen. 


Wallace Thompson of Galesburg, 
widely respected constitutional au- 
thority and majority leader of the 
state senate, died last night of a 
heart attack. He was 56. 


Regarded as one of the most 


brilliant legal minds in the Illi- 
nois legislature in recent years, 
the piomuieiit Republican leader 
died after taking a steam bath. 


President pro Oempore of the 


senate since 1949, Thompson had 
filed his candidacy for the Re- 
publican nomination for lieutenant 
governor only last week. 


On Business Trip 


He had been in Chicago on busi- 


ness. A fire department inhalator 
squad worked for more than an 
hour in a futile effort to revive 
him after a bath attendant found 
his body. 


A membeis of the state senate 


since 1942, Thompson was an at- 
torney and a veteran of World 
War I. The widow, three; sons and 
a daughter survive. 


Thompson a t t e n d e d public 


schools and Knox college in Gales- 
burg. After the first world war 
he was giaduated from Harvard 
law school and entered law prac- 
tice at Galeiburg. Later he joined 
in a partneiship with Lawrence 
Stickell 


1'olitical Unknown 


A political unknown who called 


himself a "plain country lawyer," 
Thompson enleied politics in 1942. 
Without o r g a n i z e d 
backing, 


Thompson fought a powerful po- 
litical organization m 'the 43rd 
senatorial district of Knox and 
Fulton counties 


He defeated the incumbent GOP 


senator, Clinton Ewing by more 
than 4.500 \otes in what-was de- 
scribed by many as the hottest 
primary campaign ever waged in 
the district. 


In the general election of No- 


vember, 1942. Thompson rolled up 
a plurality of nearly 10,000 votes 
over 
his Democratic 
opponent, 


Jesse J. Fuller. 


Reflected in 1946 


Reelected in 1946 by a plurality 


of more than 12.000 votes over 
Ray Simkms, Democrat, Thomp- 
son returned to the state senate 
as a chairman of the judiciary 
committee, and member of several 
other important committees. 


During the 1947 session of the 


legislature, Thompson voted on 
every bill presentee in the senate. 
It was his promise to the voters 
that he would never be "con- 
veniently absent" at a roll call. 


His efforts contributed largely 


to the passage of the Gateway 
amendment in 1949. 


Champion of Labor 


Regarded as a champion of 


labor's rights, Thompson was a 
highly successful attorney. Be- 
sides'his practice, he was trustee 
of Knox college, and a director of 
the Galesburg National Bank and 
Trust Co. Farming was his favor- 
ite relaxation and he owned ex- 
tensive farm holdings in Knox 
county.

P E O R I A . (AP)—Peoria, the 


state's .second largest city, in a 
special 
election yesterday 
ap- 


proved by a 2 to 1 margin the city 
manager form of government. 


After all 137 precircts were in. 


the count was 15,842 to 7,095 for 
the plan. 


A primary election will be held 


in February, 1953, and a munici- 
pal election the following April to 
install the new form of govern- 
ment. 


The city manager plan calls for 


a mayor, eight council members 
and a city manager. The munici- 
pality is now run by a mayor and 
22 aldermen. 


In 1953 the mayor and council 


members will be elected, and then 
the nine officials will hire a city 
manager. It is expected his salary 
will be about S15.000. . 


The turnout of 23,000 voters 


was considered heavy despite the 
cold, blustery weather. About 17,- 
000 'voted in the city's previous 
special 
election. 
Some 
53.000 


voters are registered. 


Formerly, only Illinois cities and 


villages of less than 5,000 could 
use the city manager form of gov- 
ernment, but the last session of 
the state legislature passed a 
bill permitting all cities up to 
500.000 to adopt the plan. That 
excludes only Chicago. 


Fourteen cities, most of them 


suburbs of Chicago, have the city 
manager form of government. 


They are: Savanna, Mt. Vernon, 


Galena, Brookfield. Glencoe, Glen- 
view, Hinsdale, Kenilworth. Park 
Forest, Park Ridge. Riverside, 
Western Springs, Wilmette and 
Winnetka.
